That the' city officials admitted that | 
the city linen needed washing but did | 
noi like to have it alrod in public, was 
a statement made by Rev. F. F. Lewis 
in a sermon preached yesterday morn- 
Ing at the Carg-ill Methodist church on 
the topic, "The Modern Goliath, or the 
Saloon as-an Outlaw." 
' 
"And so they packed it away,' he 


said, "and just like any other soiled 
and greasy linen it became rotten and 
smelled to heaven. And it smelled of 
booze, and this odor emanated stralgnt 
Crom the city hall." 
He also went on 
to say that each branch of the official 
service claimed that it had no respon- 
sibility, and that its hands were tied. 
Who tied those hands was tho question 
propounded by Rev. Lewis, unless It 
was the liquor business. 
"This situ- 


ation will never be cleaned up," he 
said, 
"until the saloons are cleaned 


up."Rev. Lewis handled the question of 
the liquor business without gloves, and 
gave a stern arraignment of its influ- 
ence and attitude in the country dur- 
ing the past half century. 
"It 
has 
been fought from pillar to post, always 
seeking some method to evade the pen- 
alty," he aaid, "and alternately fight- 
ing against, license, then fighting for 
high license. 
Tho later method has 
lengthened the life of the liquor In- 
terests tor more than 20 years.
